Designates August 1, 2013, as "Minority Organ Donor Awareness Day" in Missouri 


Recognizes April 15, 2013 as "Jackie Robinson Day" in Missouri in honor of the first African 
American to play major league baseball 


Recognizes July 1, 2013, as "Lucille Bluford Day" in Missouri in honor of a brave and persistent 
civil rights activist 


MORTGAGES AND DEEDS 

Modifies the law relating to residential real estate loan reporting 

Establishes that real estate loans shall be governed only by state and federal law

Allows proof of financial responsibility and other insurance-related documents to be provided or 
presented through electronic means 


Exempts railroad crew members of a locomotive or train being operated upon rails from 
Missouri's driver's license law 


Allows motorists to donate $1 to the World War I Memorial Trust Fund to fund the National 
World War I Memorial in Kansas City and transfers all moneys in the World War II Memorial 
Trust Fund to the newly established World War I Memorial Trust Fund 


Modifies laws relating to emergency vehicle lighting and tow trucks, and requires the Highway 
Patrol to establish a rotation list procedure for requests for towing services

extends Ticket-to-Work 


Establishes the Volunteer Health Services Act to allow for licensed health care professionals to 
provide volunteer services for a sponsoring organization 


Modifies provisions relating to nursing 


Requires the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education to develop guidelines for the 
training of school employees in the care needed for students with diabetes 


Modifies provisions relating to professional licenses 
Adds additional causes for which the Board of Nursing may file a complaint, and allows the 
Board to request an emergency suspension of a license 


Establishes the Volunteer Health Services Act that allows certain licensed health professionals to 
provide volunteer professional health care services for a sponsoring organization 


Changes the laws regarding collaborative practice arrangements and advanced practice registered 
nurses 


Establishes Molly's Law that requires a health care practitioner to provide the list of ingredients in 
a vaccination to the parent or guardian of specified children prior to the administration of the

Requires a Department of Corrections’ facility to maintain a garden and use the produce from the
